llmd, which we give below. 
t>ne of his speeches 
IS re|M»rted at length by the poet ;— but as the subject 
and the allusions are altogether local, relating to the 
particular occurrences nnd alhiirs, which then agitated 
the Hreek councils, and which have no analogy with 
the events which have [iroduced the late political excile- 
inentn among us, we have omitted it.
